A 25-year-old St. Louis man has been charged 
with two counts of reckless homicige in relation 
to a car accident that killed a Granite City man 
early Saturday mornin; 

Charged is Andrew K. Lingle. He is being held 
in lieu of $100,000 bond. 

Police say Lingle was legally intoxicated at 
3:26 a.m. May 29, when he allegedly drove his 
silver 1982 Honda Civic through a red traffic sig- 
nal on Highway 3 at Niedringhaus Avenue and 
into a white 1988 Buick Skylark. * 

The Buick was driven by Agnes A. Miller, 64,

Lovins was pronounced dead at 6:41 a.m. May 
29 at St. Louis University HoSpital after suffering 
from ‘‘multiple and massive head trauma,” said 
Tom Ferguson of the St. Louis City Medical 
Examiner’s office. 

Lingle was also charged with driving under the 
influence of alcohol, illegal transportation of alco- 
hol, and disobeying a traffic control device.

A witness to the accident told police that Miller 
and Lovins were leaving the Charles Melvin 
Price U.S. Army Support Center, where they 
were employed at the commissary.

Lingle’s car, southbound on Highway 3, struck 
Miller's vehicle in the middle of the intersection, 
knocking the front bumpér off Miller’s car and 
causing the Buick to spin around 180 degrees, the 
witness told police. 

The force of the collision knocked Lovins into 
the back seat of the car, the report states. 

Lingle’s Honda flew over the median and land- 
ed in the northbound lanes of Highway 3, accord- 
ing to a police report. 

There was no clear evidence of heavy braking

Granite City Economic Devel- 
opment Director Alan Ortbals 
said last week that soil contami- 
nated with gasoline has been dis- 
covered at the former Clark Ser- 
vice Station at the corner of 20th

While Clark has the responsi- 
bility to clean up the contamina- 
tion under the city’s purchase 
agreement for the property, 
remediation—will likely delay 
construction of a new 14,000- 
square-foot drug store and food 
mart at the location for at least 
one month, 

The property is in the city’s 
Tax Increment Finance district 

Using its quick-take powers 
when necessary, the city h 
closed deals on ‘all parcels need- 
ed for the development except 
for the Clark station, Ortbals 
said, 

Clark removed underground 
gasoline storage tanks at the site 
earlier this year. But because 
the Ilinois Environmental Pro- 
tection -y is “backed up,!’s 
Ortbals said, the city hired a pri- 
vate environmental engineering 























firm to test the site to ensure 
that all contamination had been 
reméved. 

Midwest Environmental Test- 
ing of St- Louis found one of 
about 10 samples taken from the” 
Property to be contaminated, 
Ortbals said. 

“I don’t expect (the remedia- 
tion) to be any huge expense, 
but it will delay us a bit,""~Ort- 
bals said. 

He said construction had been 
scheduled to begin by Aug. 1, 
and is expected to take about 
four months. 

“L-think it is realistic to expect 
demolition to begin by July 1,” 
he said. 

“That would mean construc- 
tion could start about Sept. 1. 
We are hoping to begin demoli 
tion as soon as possible, even 
prior to posséssion of the proper- 
ty,.if possible,” Ortbals said. 

The city paid an as-yet undis- 
closed amount of money for the 
parcels in the development. An 
arbitrator is to determine the 
final purchase price for three of 
the parcels which the city has 
taken possession of in condemna 
tion proceedings. 

The developer will pay the city 
$242,050 to acquire the property 
for the retail center, according 
to the development agreement.

EPA must listen to public 


Fhe United States Environmental Protection Agency may 
be rethinking its plans to dig up hundreds of yards in this 
area and dump the contaminated dirt on the contaminated 
serap pile at 15th and State streets. 

It is hard not to consider that good news. We all want the 

s EPA to do its job — protect us from the health hazard — but it 
is hard to see how putting a nee hazardous waste pile in the 
middle of the community will do that. And the health threat 
posed by the small quantity of lead in most local yard soil has 
never been proven to anyone’s satisfaction except the EPA’s. 
‘But the city is right to be concerned that the EPA, even 
though it may reopen its Record of Decision — the legal 
document setting the scope and method of cleanup — for the 
“Taracorp/NL Industries Superfund site here, will only 

Ls attempt-to_ram another ROD down the area’s throat. 

In 1990, when the EPA finished its feasibility study for the 
site, the EPA presented seven alternatives and said one 
would be selected for the ROD. But during the public 
comment period — including a number of public presenta- 
tions — it was hard not to notice that the the EPA’s preferred 
“Alternative H’’ was the only one that really seemed to be 
getting any consideration. 

Sorting through the hundreds of pages of documentation 
from that public comment period, two things become clear: 

One; there were a lot of well-thought-out objections to the 
EPA’s preferred alternative, including those from the Tri- 
Cities Area Chamber of Commerce, the city of Granite City, 
the Bowntown Neighborhood Restoration Society and a 
number of private citizens and interested scientists. 

And two, it could have been a million or a pulGn pases; it 
wouldn’t have made a difference. Alternative H had already 
been selected. Everything that conflicted with Alternative H 
was noted and filed, as required by law, but otherwise 
ignored. 

It is to this area’s credit that it has refused to be 
steamrollered by the EPA..A lot has happened in the past 
three years. A number of city officials and community 
leaders have become extremely knowledgeable about both 
lead contamination and the bureaucracy that is the EPA. 

The fight has been taken to Capitol Hill in Washington, 
D.C., where the EPA stubbornly insisted there was absolute- 
ly no groundwater contamination from the scrap pile at 15th 
and State. Now, it turns out, the EPA was basing that 
absolute on faulty testing and there is, and undoubtedly has 
always been, groundwater contamination. 

Perhaps the EPA had forgotten the creed of the bureaucrat 
— ‘‘When in doubt, mumble’’ — but it is that absolute defense 
of faulty testing that, as much as anything, showed the EPA’s 
feet of clay and may bring the EPA’s plans here crashing 
back down to earth. 

If the EPA’s Record of Decision is reopened, the law 
requires that it go through another period of public comment. 
Based on the last comment period, it would be easy for local 
citizens to dismiss it as a formality. 

We cannot let that happen. This time, not only should the 
public comment, but the EPA should listen. 

The EPA must listen. After all, any bureaucracy that can 
be as wrong about anything as the EPA was about groundwa- 
ter contamination from the pile needs all the help it can get.

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Illinois ideal for 150-mph passenger train service 





(By U.S. Rep. Richard 
Durbin, D-Springfield.) 


Long delays at airports, lost 
luggage and traffic jams are 
causing more and more people 
to take a second look at rail 
travel. 

Passenger trains, which have 
been around for more than 100 
years, have become faster, safer 
and more convenient in recent 
years. But increased ridership 
and technology advancements 
have created a need for a 
national transportation network 
which can further reduce travel 
time between U.S. cities. 

High-speed trains which travel 
at speeds of up to 150 mph are 
being used on Amtrak routes in 
the Northeast and are also being 
used successfully in Europe and 
Asia. These trains dramatically 
reduce travel time and give both 
business and pleasure travelers 
a unique transportation option. 

I want to bring this kind’ of 
high-speed rail service to Nk- 
nois. As a young boy, I remem- 
ber taking trains from Union 
Station in St. Louis. In those 
days, the trains were. numerous, 
but slow.

The trip, Which now takes 
about 5% hours, could be 
reduced to about three hours. 


The trip from Springfield to Chi- 
cago would be reduced to about 
two hours from the current three 
hours and 45 minutes. 

I believe high-speed rail would 
be a tremendous economic boon 
for our area. Businesses would 
locate along thé*route, and towns 
once considered ‘‘out of the 
way’’ would become more acces- 
sible. 

it would generally become eas- 
ier for people to get from place 
to place in Ilinois. High-speed 
rail service would create jobs 
and provide a needed economic 
stimulus for our state. 

I recently joined U.S. Trans- 
portation Secretary Federico 
Pena in Washington to announce 
a national high-speed rail pro- 
gram which could help the effort 
to bring high-speed rail to Ili- 
nois. 

The federal plan which-we 
unveiled isthe first national 
high-speed rail effort. It demon- 


strates President “Clinton's com- 
mitment to develop a high-speed 
rail system — and its tremen- 
dous economic potential 

I am one of the congressional 
sponsors of this plan, which 
would provide federal funds to 
assist in the creation of high- 
speed rail systems across the 
United States - 

To be eligible for federal 
funds, a potential corridor would 
have to be designated as a high- 
speed rail corridor by the 
Department of Transportation. 
The state would then be required 
to develop a comprehensive plan 
for attaining high-speed rail ser 
vice. 

Illinois is already well posi- 
tioned to receive federal funds 
under this program. Last Octo- 
ber, the St. Louis-Chicago 
Amtrak route, along with four 
others, was designated for high- 
speed rail service, making the 
corridor eligible for federal 
funds for the elimination of haz- 
ardous grade crossings. 

In addition, I secured $500,000 
in 1991 for a study to be conduct- 
ed by the state of Mlinois on the 
feasibility of establishing high- 
speed rail service on the St. Lou- 
is-Chicago corridor. 

The study, which will be com- 
pleted this ‘spring, will include 








an analysis of projected costs 
and revenues, the type and fre- 
quency of service and provide a 
preliminary plan to implement 
such service 

Because the corridor has 
already been identified by the 
U.S. Department of Transporta 
tion as one of five high-speed 
rail passenger corridors and the 
state Department of Transporta 
tion is nearing completion of the 
high-speed rail study, Illinois is 
two steps ahead of ‘other states 
hoping to develop high-speed rail 
systems 

Furthermore

I worked over 
's to secure $14 
million in federal low-interest 
loans for improvements along 
the track between St. Louis and 
Chicago. 

The funds have been used to 
replace old jointed rail with con- 
tinuous welded rail, which is 
vital to the future of high-speed 
rail. And Illinois has already 
developed a joint state-federal 
partnership in working to 
upgrade the tracks between St. 
Louis and Chicago, giving the 
state another advantage. 

High-speed rail makes sense 
for Illinois. It is fast, convenient, 
safe and could help reduce pollu~ 
tion and stimulate economic 
growth.

They also finished on top of the 
Big Eight in the regular season and have 
moved on to the Collége World Series. 

“That was real exciting,” Wallace said 
of winning the conference tournament 
“We had to come out of the loser’s brack- 
et to win it.
